WHISKY AS OUTLAW 
DEHES THE STATE 
SAYSTHEGGVERNOR 

Cioternor Morrow, in Befualng Fardon 
to Bootknar, Ujt, «SpMt 
of Utter Evil CbaUeigat 
AuthorllT." 

Frankfort, Ky.. .\Iareh 1. — "Whisky 
as nt\ outlaw defieu all law ami be- 
comes ony a spirit of utter evil and 
the Coninionwealtli has readied the 
condition where Iik autliorlty to main- 
tain law and order ht belnR openly, 
persistently and brazenly challeng- 
ed," said Governor Kdwin I*. Morrow 
In a statement Issued here Monday set- 
ting forth his reasons tof refusing a 
pardon to CharlM Reed, convicted In 
the Lincoln Circuit Court on charges 
of bootlegging. Reed was convicted of 
bootlcgsing on four counts and fined 
$100 and sentenced to kctvc from forty 
to fifty days in j;iil on eacli count. He 
.ilsd waH convicied of inalntaliiiiiK a 
common nuisance and fined $3,0()U. 

Plea for a pardon was made to Gov- 
ernor Morrow, based on alleged Ill- 
health of Reed, who. It is said. Is not 
In the Btate and was not present at 
any of his trials. After reciting the 
tacts in the case and stating that no 
physician's certificate accompanied 
the application. Governor Morrow 
said: 

"It Is evident from the number of 
convictions s^Ralnst him tliat fur Kome 
very considerable lime be carrieil on 
a business of violating the prohiliiiiim 
law by the continued sale of wbi.-jkk 
and that this grew to such iin extent 
that It became a common nuisance in 
the neighborhood. Tbe sale of whisky 
ill the manner indicated by these con- 
victions becomes a business, and the 
place of this unlawful business be- 
eiimcs a rcKorl of criminals of all 
(•lasses; the rendezvous of every spirit 
that refies aiitbority. Sales arc made 
at sueli a place witlunil rCLjard to aRC, 
and such a place becomes a fosterins 
nicer in the life of a coinmnnity 

"Whisky Is an outlaw,, defies all law 
and becomes only a spirit of utter 
evil. The commonwealth has reached 
the condition where its authority to 
maintain law and order Is being open- 
ly, persistently and brasenly chal- 
langcci by the Impudent, open and no- 
torious violations of the prohibition 
law; by ilireota of lawbreakers 
against informers; intimidation of 
those who oppose this lllegltlmht.! 
business, and by influcines comin-? 
from this business which threatens to 
corrupt the source of all authority. 
The violation of this law is far worse 
than the ordinary evils of drink, it 
has become A sinister power which 
seeks to corrupt the law itself; to 
subvert the agents of law enforcement 
Into participation and partnerahlp In 
the commission and palliation of 
crime."

KENTUCKY WHISKY TAX 
HELDJO BE INVALID 

rmied states Sniiroiiie Courl HoKN 
That Kcutuckkj Liquor Tax 
la CneoBstltallOBaL 

Washington, March I. - Kentucky 
laws levying a special tax on liquors 
withdrawn from bonded wnrebouses 
were held invalid Monday by the Su- 
preme Court 

Several millions of dollars in taxes 
already collected by tho state were In- 
volved. 

The court Hustaiiicd Inwcr courts 
which had granteil an Injunclioii to 
the Kentucky Ulaillerlo sand Ware- 
house Company nnd tho J. and U. Frlc- 
berg Company.precenting Interference 
by tho state authorities to withdraw- 
als of liquor on which tbe tax bad 
been paid. 

The Supreme Court upheld decrees 
of the Federal District Court for the 
Eastern Kentucky district that the low 
under which the taxes were collected 
violated both the state and Federal 
constitutions. 

Tho Btato argued that there was no 
competition in tin IIhikh- business now 
and tlmt tlie tax iliercfore could not 
be considered confiscatory. 

The opinion of tbe Supreme Court, 
which was unanimous, was read by 
Justice Brandies.

where. It calls for an ngfrrepratc of some stI.'i.ODo.OlKl to be added to 
many other millions that hav<' .drcady lieen paiil to this ,irmy of eu.se 
in salaries and wages of opident proportions. Meantime the service 
men who sacrificed for loyalty while these others simirht for lucre are 
told by this same coterie in Cougre.ss. and perhaps some others, that 
the government while really most appreciative of their deeils. and 
deaths ,can not say so in the form of a boims because it hasn't the 
money. 

The point of these ol)servatioiis is to demoost rate one phasi- of 
difference between patriotism and politics, and in this instance most 
emphatically Democratic politics seeking to band its own a little 
something extra.

German experts now are prepnrinff statistics to prove that Ger- 
many can not pay that much.

The coal in that district, Barker estimated, waa worth 2,20(J 
hfllion gold narks. The Allies exr)n ts place the indenmity at 220 
billion Kold marks rexelusive of exjiort laxi. 

Germany's iraraeuse pota.sh resources (at i>re-war prices) would, 
according to Barker's estimates, yield something like ."iOO billion gold 
m.trks, or more than twice tlie fixed indemnity. 

The trouble, though, lies in the fact that the coal and potash must 
be mined, and the workers must live while they dig. If the eoal and 
potash could be scooped up, as so nnieli gold in ;i vault, and trans, 
ported to the allied treasuries, the solving of the indenuiity problem 
would be comparatively ea.sy. 

If Germany could now hand over half her potash, a tenth of her 
underground coal, and call the bill settled, there would be less wail- 
ing and gnaidiing of teeth beyond the Rhine. 

But she can't. 

Germany mnat settle to the stem and hard-wearing task of min- 
ing her eoal and jiotash, of tuminfr her Other natural resources into 
gold, or its equivalent, the while ahe earriea on with her own cost of 
living, and eoirt of prodiustion.
